thereof, within City boundaries as may be required for the safety and general 2 

welfare of the City.

The Mayor, councilors, members of the Police Department, City Manager, 6

faithful discharge of their respective duties, as provided by State statute, and 9 

the expense of said bonds to be paid by the City.  10
